Marvr evease Your Maszsry,—As Executive President of the Royal Commissioners 
appointed By Your Majesty’s Royal Warrant of tho 18h of, November 1884, for the pro- 
motion of an Exhibition of the British Colovial and Indian Empire, and subsequently 
incorporated by Your Majesty’s Royul Charter of the 10th September 1885, 1 humbly beg 
Jnave to ley before you a brief statement of our proceedings up to the present time. The 

inverest manifested in the display made by Your Mujesty’s Colonial and Indian

Definition of “ compondes’s assisiant,”—A compounder’s assistant is a person who assists 
a legally qualified compounder to dispense modicines, but who is uot empowered to dispouse 
them independently of the compounder. 

Education.—A cliss for compounders has beou epened in the Camphell Medical School, 
Caleatta; avd similar classes will be opened in the ‘Temple Medical Schvol, Patua, the 
Datca Medical School, and the Orissa Medical School, Cuttack. 

‘The Tnsprotor-Gencral of Civil Hospitals, Bengal, may also from time to time recognize 
cortain large and iroportant cucmists’ and droggiste’ establishments under the manage- 
ment of legally qualified tedical amen as places where persons duly apprenticed may be 
educated. 

Entrance qualiftcation—The Superintendent of any of the abovenamed schools at 
Caloutta, Patna, Dacca, und Cuttack, assinted by one or more of the teachers, will ascertain 
Sethe enadidate can read and write English sufficiently well to read prescriptions aud write 
the necessary instruttions ou the labels of bottles, &e., &e.

10. The proceedings of all Magistrates aud Educational Officers under these rules, in 
relation to Joint-Committees, to District and Iccal Boarda, and to Union Comaittces, shall 
be sulyject to the gencral supervision of the Oommissioner of the Division, and, except 
where otherwise provided for in these Rules, the proceedings of each Magistrate and Educa- 
tional Officer shail be subject to the supervision and control of the officer, to whom for 
general administrative purposes he is subordinate.

106. All schools under public management, with the maintenance and management of 
which a District Board shall be charged, shall be deemed Board schools. They are divided 
into three elastes,—Middlo and other schools managed and maintained’ directly by the 
Board; grant- schools; and primary schools not included under either of the above 
leads.

125. An application for a grant shall be made directly to the District Board, which may 
for reasonable cause to be duly recorded, either sanction or refuse the grant in whole or in 
part. ‘The Board shall send a copy of its order to the Inspector. Should the applicant, to 
whom a copy of the Board’s order shall also be forwarded, be dissatisfied with the order of 
the Board, he may uppeal to the Magistrate; should the Inspector be dissatisfiod, he may 
move the Magistrate ot Commissioner to take action’ under section 124 or 125, and may, 
if the officer referred to declines to take action, refer the matter for the orders of Govern. 
ment through the Director of Public Instruction. 

126. Grants may be of two kinds—annual and special, 

127. No annual graut shall exceed one-half of the income guaranteed from private 
sourers except under special orders of Government. 

124, Aunual grants shull be sanctioned ordinarily for a period of three years, but the 
Board may at any time, for reasons specified in writing, and which shall have reference 
to the Board’s finances, or to the character of the teaching and discipline in the school, 
or to the general circumstances of education in the district, revise a grant. Against auch an 
order of revision, an appeal and reference shall lie in the mauner specified in Rule No. 125, 

129, The sauction to a gravt shall be given in a form to be preseribed frum time to 
time by Government. 

150. Special grants up to a maximum of half the total expenditure may be given by 
District Boards towards the cost of furnishing school-houses, and providing maps and 
other school apparatus in consideration of expenditure from private sources incurred in 
the establishment and equipment of schools, and on condition that the managers undertake 
to refund the amount of avy such grant if the school obtaining it should be abolished 
within a period of three years. 

131. Special grants may be given towards the cost of building achool-houses, provided 
such school-houses arc masonry structures, 

132. Grants shall not be given to pay off debts for buildings, nor in consideration of 
former expenditure for building, nor for the maintenance of buildings. 

133, Berore a building graut is sanctioned by a District Board, the site, plans, esti- 
mates, specifications, title and trust deeds must be approved by the Inspector. 

134. Iu the event of a difference of opinion between a District Béard and Inspector 
with reference to a building grant, the matter shall be referred to the Commissioner through 
the Magistrate, 

135. Any school to which aid is given by a District Board, together with all ite 
accounts, books and other records, shall at all times be oyeu to inspection and examination 
by the officers of the Board, by the Commissioner of the Division, and Magistrate of the 
district, and by the Inspector or Deputy Inspector, and to this end the records and accounts 
shall be placed in such custody that they sball always be accessible on the visit of 
any such examining or inspecting officer, Such inspection shall have nd reference to 
religious instruction, but only to secular education, : 

136, Should the inspecting or examining officer reforred to in the last preceding rule 

. discover that the iustruction or discipline in any school aided by a District Board is not 
edlicieut, or that the accounts are not properly kept, or that any of the conditions on 
which grants are made are not observed, heshall report the matter to the District Board. 
Should the Board on such reference omit to take the necessary action, a further reference 
may be made by the inspecting or examining officer to the Magistrate of the district, 
or to the Director in the way provided in Rule 125 above. fs 

137. District Boards shall not, without the permission of the Director of Public 
Instroction, muke a grant to any schoul, except a school for training teachers, that does 
not require a fee from all ite pupils; provided that thia rule shall not epply to echolarship 
helders, who, in accordance with rules prescribed by Government, may be entitled to free 
tuition.

138, Subject to the powers entrusted to Union Committees by section 112 of the Act, 
District Boards shall be charged with the duty of maintaining and managing. all primery

Every District Bourd may make gravts and contributions to primary schools under 
private mgnagement within the district, provided auch grants aud contributions be in 
accordancé with the rules from time to time prescribed by Government. 

144, Should any difference of opiniou arise between the District Board and the Tnapec- 
tor, the matter shall be referred either by the Inspector or by the Eoard through the Megise 
trate to the Commissioner. The Commissioner's orders ou such reference shall be final ae 
between the Inspector and the Board, unless a question of principle be involved. In matters 
involving questions of principle, if the Iuspector be dissatisfied with the Commissiouer’s 
orders, he may refer the matter to Guverument through the Director of Public Instruction. 

145. Viatrict Boards eball be responsible for the payment of the stipeuds of primary 
school teachers under trainiug in institutions provided by Governmeut for this purpose. 

Section VI.—Locat Boanns. 


146, In every case where a District Board shull, under section 101 of the Act, transfer 
the management and maintenance of any school or schools to a Local Board, the provisions 
contained in the preceding rules shall be generally applicable to such Local Board: pro- 
vided that the District Board shall, in all cases, huve a geueral power of control over such 
Jooal Board.

147. Every primary school under public mauagement maiutained by a Union Committee 
under section 112 of the ‘Act shall be called a Union Committce school.

148. With reference to section 112 of the Act, by which Union Committces are declared 
responsible for the transmission to gurns of Union Committee schools of the rewards 
granted hy the District or Local Boards, it shall be the duty of cach Union Committee 
to compel the guru of every such school to attend such examinations and gatherin: 
aud to present his pupils at such cxaminations and gatherings as shall be from time 
to time ordered by the District or Local Board or the Deputy Inxpector. 

149. Every Union Comuittee school shall be liable to inspection and examination by 
officers of the Educational Department, by the Commissioner of the Division, aud by the 
Magistrate of the district. 

150. Nothing in these rules shall preclude the establishment and maintenance of pri« 
mary schools within the Union hy private individuals or self-constituted local sssociatious, 
‘aud the pupils of alleuch schools shall be entitled to present themselves at all examiuations 
for rewards and graute payable Ly the District Board to the pupils aud gurus of primary

165. Inspectors may in theic annual reports notice the building, library, furniture, 
and play-ground of middlo and high schools under the management of District Boards 
and Joint Committees within their circles. The apnual report of the Inspector alall 
briefly discuss the points raised by District or Local Boards, or by Committees of 
Management, or by District Officers during the year. : 

166. A’ quarterly statement of all payments made for educational purpoées within the 
District on the authority of the District Board shall be forwarded by the District Board 
to the Inspector. 

+ "167. At the close of every financial year the District Board shall submit to the 
District Magistrate a report of its operations, The Magistrate shall on or before the ist 
May forward the same to tho Inspector, aud the latter shall submit it to the Director with 
his vemarks. 

168. All achools managed and maintained by District or Local Boards shall be bound 
to submit such annual and periodioal returns as may be called for by the Educational 
Department, and perivdical or other indents in regard to all such wchools shall be submitved 
in forms approved by the department. 

169. All schools, not being grant-in-aid schools, managed and maintained by District 
Hoards, shall be obliged to sclect their text-booke from a list published by the Director of 
Public Instruction.

RESOLUTION. 


Suction 198, clause (x) of tho Bongal Local Self-Government Act IIZ(B.C.) 
of 1885, empowers the Lieutonant-Governor to make rules for the purpose of 
regulating the control and administration by District and Local Boards of dis. 
pensaries, hospitals, and places of reception for the sick, the construction and 
repair of buildings connected therewith, and the supply of medicincs and 
medical assistance for the poorer inhabitants of the district under tho authority 
of the Buard. ‘Iho Lievtenant-Governor considers it desirable that special 
rules should bo made, under the section, to regulate the more important points 
in connection *with the management of dispensarics by the Boards, and to 
leave all matters of detail to be settled by the rules contained in the Govern- 
ment Dispensury Manual, This principle has been adopted in framing the rules 
under the clause referred to, and the Dispensary Manual has at the same time 
been revised to make it consistent with the special rules now framed under 
the Local Solf-Government Act. The Lioutenant-Governor directs that the 
draft rules under section 138, clause (&) of the Act be published proliminarily 
in the Caleutia Gazette as required by section 143 of the Act, and that the 
revised Dispensary Manual be also preliminarily published at the samo time 
in order to show what further rules will be applicable to dispensaries under 
District apd Local Boards, besides those definitely laid down under the Act.
